the fair. 

Noftall grew up in Agawam 
and recalls seeing then-President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as well as 
performers Elvis Presley and Pat 
Boone at the Big E. These days, 
she enjoys just leisurely walking 
around with her husband - they 


were AHS sweethearts from the 
Class of 1959 - and sampling the 
variety of food. 

“T plan to eat my way through 
the fair,’ she said. “My favorite 
food is the clam strips from the 
Rhode Island Building - they’re 
the best.” Terry Noftall said he was 
looking forward to seeing some 
free entertainment. ““The shows are 
quite good - lots of variety. We’ll 
probably also check out the cattle 
barn before we leave.”

Diane D’ Amour was a kid she has 
loved coming to the Big E. “When 
I’m here [ feel like a kid again,” 
she said as stopped near the Coli- 
seum to get a hug from the fair’s 
mascot, “Biggik.”

Senate hopefuls to face off at polls 
Primary election set for Oct. 8

REGION — On Tuesday, Oct. 
8, voters in the Second Hampden 
Hampshire District will have the 
opportunity to narrow the field of 
senate candidates from four to two 
as towns and cities in the district 


will hold primary elections for 
the Special Senate Election set for 
Nov. 5. 

Former state Sen. Michael 
Knapik vacated his seat Aug. 9 af- 
ter nearly two decades as a legisla- 
tor to take a position at Westfield 
State University. Five individuals 
stepped up to take his place in the 
40-member Senate, but only four 


were able to secure certified sig- 
natures. 

In the Republican primary, state 
Rep. Donald Humason, R-West- 
field, will take on Michael Franco. 

Humason is no stranger to the 
state legislature, having served as 
a state representative for the City 
of Westfield for 11 years. He is

Council ‘baffled’ by potential rate increases

AGAWAM - A resolution ask- 
ing the city council to borrow $6.3 
million for the North Westfield 
Street Water Main Improvement 
Project has raised more questions 
than it answered. 

At the council’s Sept. 16 meet- 
ing, Councilor Gina Letellier ques- 
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tioned why the water rates would 
almost double — from $1.36 to 
$2.05 — when a wastewater and 
water retained earnings account 
contained almost $4 million and 
free cash totaled almost $7 mil- 
lion. 

“Shocked is too strong of a 
word but eyebrows were raised,” 
Letellier said. “I would like to see 
more money used to decrease the 
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borrowing amount and to see if 
there’s a way to use some of that 
money to offset these rate increas- 
es.” 

She went on to say that the issue 
with the water main started with 
the city of Springfield. 

“Tf they had maintained their 
lines properly, we wouldn’t have 
to be putting in our own line,” she

Agawam ranked 11th 
safest city in US

| P aaa of Agawam can rest 
assured that they live in one 
of the safest communities in the 
country, at least according to a re- 
cent crime report that ranked the 
town number 11 on the list of 100 
safest cities in the United States. 

NeighborhoodScout announced 
last month that after an analysis 
of FBI crime statistics, Agawam 
placed 11th, up from number 25 
in 2012. 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen attributed the designation 
to the police, fire and emergen- 
cy management departments in 
town, all of whom “work second 
to none,” he said. 

“Tt was truly a great honor to 
read,’ Cohen said upon learning 
that Agawam was included on the 
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list. 

Cohen pointed to the fact that 
the police, fire and emergency 
management departments are al- 
ways fully funded during budget 
sessions. 

“We make sure our officers, 
firefighters and emergency man- 
agement personnel are trained 
on a daily basis,” he said. ““We’re 
very proactive that way.” 

According to the report, Aga- 
wam is safer than 86 percent of 
all cities and towns in the United 
States; in Massachusetts, Aga- 
wam is second only to the town 
of Franklin, which ranked number 
one nationally.

After nearly three years as editor 
here, I’ve learned not only about the local 
government and schools; I’ve learned about 
the people who make up the community. 

Recently, in an effort to get more involved 
locally, I joined the Friends of the Agawam 
Public Library. And when my budget al- 
lows, I make it a point to shop locally. But 
while those both help me stay connected to 
the community, I’m still wholly aware of the 
fact that I don’t live here. 

While I love my “hometown” of Monson, 
it’s far too removed from both my office and 
my fiance’s place of employment in Spring- 
field. Part of what drew me to Monson — the

We can speak to the veracity of the Aga- 
wam data collected by NeighborhoodScout 
in putting together its annual list of 100 saf- 
est communities in the United States because 
we look at the same kind of data when put- 
ting together this newspaper. Whether we’re 
compiling our weekly police/fire logs or 
communicating with emergency personnel 
for breaking news stories, we keep an eye on 
the various calls for assistance each depart- 
ment receives weekly. And in reviewing the 
logs, we have noticed that there are very few 
violent crimes that take place here. 

Part of why we include the weekly logs 
is so that our readers — as taxpayers in the 
town of Agawam — can see exactly what 
their dollars are funding. The arrest log that 
appears on our Public Safety page outlines 
not only those individuals who were taken 
into police custody for various infractions, 
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but also the number of incidents the depart- 
ment responded to for that week. Likewise, 
our fire log provides readers with the oppor- 
tunity to see what kinds of emergency calls 
firefighters are sent out for as well as how 
many EMS calls the town’s ambulances re- 
spond to. 


When we hear of breaking police news in 
town, we communicate directly with police 
officials to keep you informed. The relative- 
ly small amount of police news that is re- 
ported on in this newspaper is just one more 
way we can vouch for the study released last 
month about Agawam’s safety. We can’t re- 


port on something that isn’t there, after all. 

Perhaps one day soon, I'll find a home 
here that fits into my price range and is close 
to my office. Only then will I, too, be able to 
reap the benefits of living/working in one of 
America’s safest cities.

said, adding that there has to be “some obli- 
gation on the part of the city of Springfield 
to maintain lines and not wait for them to 
break. 

“They didn’t maintain their lines and now 
we have to incur $6.5 million in debt,’ she 
said. 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
echoed her sentiments. 

“T don’t dispute the need for the project,’ 
he said. “We’re being forced to do this be- 
cause Springfield Water and Sewer didn’t do 
what they were supposed to do.” 

He explained that Agawam is not replac- 
ing bad water lines; it is looking to put in a 
main to get redundancy so that Springfield 
can fix its lines. That, he said, would raise 
the water rates for senior citizens by 51 per- 
cent and for the average homeowner by al- 
most 35 percent. 

Councilor Robert Magovern said he was 
“baffled by the numbers.” 

He questioned how much of the rate in- 
crease would end up going into free cash.

“If you live in Agawam, your chance of 
becoming a victim of crime in the commu- 
nity is one in 119. The U.S. average across 
communities from the largest to the smallest 
is one in 30,” the report states. 

Additionally, NeighborhoodScout ana- 
lyzed all cities and towns with a similar 
population size to Agawam and found that 
the crime rate here is “one of the lowest in 
the nation for its size.” 

Cohen said part of that stems from the fact 
that the residents, too, are proactive. 

“We have active citizens in town who call 
when they see something suspicious,’ he 
said. 

The crime data that NeighborhoodScout 
used for its analysis are the seven offenses 
from the uniform crime reports, collected 
by the FBI from 17,000 local law enforce- 
ment agencies, and include both violent and 
property crimes, combined, according to the 
report. 

Research shows that Agawam’s violent 
crime rate is one per 1,000 inhabitants; about

“Free cash is supposed to be for a rainy 
day, well if these pipes start bursting, we’re 
going to have rainy days all over Agawam,” 
he said. “I think that we can look at some of 
this free cash and find out exactly what the 
cost is going to be to the public if we can 
utilize free cash to pay for some of [it].” 

Magovern went on to state that the project 
did not just spring up on the town; Depart- 
ment of Public Works Director Chris Golba 
has “been planning this for years,” he said, 
adding the crisis came up when a pipe burst 
last fall. 

“T don’t see where their mismanagement 
or their ineptness makes it our crisis,’ Coun- 
cilor Robert Rossi responded. 

But Council Vice President Dennis Perry 
said that in talking with Golba, he learned 
the town of Agawam had “planned on doing 
this anyways. 

“T do know that they [Springfield] cannot 
repair that line until something like this is 
in place because ... 80 percent of the town 
would lose water pressure,” Perry said. “So 
we all understand that it has to be done.”

average for all communities in America. Vi- 
olent crimes that are tracked include armed 
robbery, aggravated assault, forcible (not 
statutory) rape, and murder/non-negligent 
manslaughter. NeighborhoodScout’s analy- 
sis shows that the chance of being a victim 
of violent crime in Agawam is one in 694. 

Likewise, NeighborhoodScout’s analysis 
of property crime — arson, motor vehicle 
theft or burglary — in Agawam fell below the 
average. The chance of becoming a victim of 
property crime in Agawam is one in 143. 

“T’ve always said it and I think this proves 
it: our police, firefighters and emergency 
management specialists are second to none,’ 
Cohen said. 

He pointed out that the statistics used for 
the study go a long way toward benefitting 
homeowners’ wallets. 

“Things like this help when they do sta- 
tistics in home insurance. The higher the 
crime rate, the higher the homeowner’s in- 
surance. It’s healthy all the way around,” he 
said. “It’s a compliment to our community 
as a whole.”

uring a reception hosted by
